The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims 1-3, 10-15 and 22-28. 

In claim 4, line 3 after "first voltage", ", and a second end" has been deleted. 

In claim 4, line 4 after "connected to", "the" has been deleted. 

In claim 4, line 4 after "connected to", -a— has been inserted. 

In claim 4, line 1 before "wherein the", "The semiconductor device of 
claim 3," has been deleted. 

In claim 4, line 1 before "wherein the", -A semiconductor device comprising a substrate, 
a fuse window above the substrate, and at least one device located under the fuse window 
wherein the at least one device includes at least one fuse circuit;-has been inserted. 

In claim 16, line 3 after "connected to", "the" has been deleted. 

In claim 16, line 3 after "connected to", —a— has been inserted. 

In claim 16, line 2 after "first voltage", ", and a second end" has been deleted. 

In paragraph 29, line 9 after "end of the fuse.", "A second diode having an anode and a 
cathode, the anode of the second diode is connected to the second end of the fuse and the cathode 
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of the second diode is connected to the first voltage. A resistor having a first end is connected to 
the anode of the second diode, and a second end. And an inverter having an input end is 
connected to the second end of the resistor, and an output end is connected to the gate of the 
second transistor for providing an output signal" has been deleted. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to claims 4 and 16, the prior art fails to disclose the following: a) a second 
diode having an anode and a cathode, the anode of the second diode connected to the second end 
of the fuse and the cathode of the second diode connected to the first voltage; b) a resistor having 
a first end connected to the anode of the second diode, and a second end; and c) an inverter 
having an input end connected to the second end of the resistor. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."

c) Marshall et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,268,760) discloses a fuse control circuit; d) Takahashi et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,728,158) discloses a memory device; and e) Yang et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,867,441) discloses a metal fuse.
